baskets,

Walter Verhalcn dropped in on me 
last niRht nt The Star office 1 ask- 
ed him about these reports. 


Mr. Verhalcn knows a lot about 


baskets and the crops which fill 
them. As the Walter Verhalcn com- 
pany, ho owns 'rtopc Basket, com- 
pany; and he has been a urcducc 


-operator in Texas for many years. 
Si used to see more of him, but 


his son, Walter, Jr., now runs tho 
local plant, and Mr. Verhalen just 
happened to be in town last night 
on one of his periodic tripa from 
Dallas. 


He told me the paper container 


folks arc making some effort to 
invade the basket trade, but they 
are handicapped by two major 
factors: 
.» 1. Paper containers usually cost 
wiorc than wooden baskets, 


2. Baskets are instantly ready 


to use, but paper containers arc 
Bold "flat" and must be assembled 
by hand — a serious disadvantage 
in these days of scarce Jabor. 


Mr. Verhalcn went on to explain 


that the make-ready on paper 
containers involves stitching or 
pasting the "flat" into its final 
form, a cost which some experts 
estimate to be at least 2 cents 


ajjper container. On tho other hand, 


the manipulation of a single wire

makes a wooden basket ready 
work. 


He told me the basket manufac- 


turers don't discount the potential 
threat from the paper container 
trade, but thus far it is more -a 
poised than a real threat. The cost 
factor, he said definitely, favors 
the basket people. 


Mr. Verhalen added this piece ot 
£, irony: He said that in some cases 


the demand for paper containers 
appeared in territories which had 
a fundamental economic stake in 
the basket-making business. 
He 


cited Kansas and northern Missouri 
as cases in point.

Hope Basket company did a very 


large volume last year, Mr. Ver- 
halen reported, and with a good 
crop season already underway he 
sees another prosperous year for 
the local firm in 1953.

UN Can Win, 
Not Spread War 
Says Van Fleet 
Urges Extention 
of Draff Term 
to 30 Months

WASHINGTON (UP) Gen. James 


A. Van Fleet proposed today the 
draft term be lengthened from its 
present two years ' 'to 30 or 36 
rnonths" because American troops 
in Korea are "running short" of 
trained replacements. 


Van Fleet said the longer draft 


term would allow more time for 
training without cutting down too 
much the time available for actual 
military service. 


The retired- Bin Army command- 


er testified 
publicly before 
the 


House Armed Services committee 
for almost an hour and a half. 
The committee 
then 
closed 
its 


doors and heard 
the 60-year-old 


fighting man privately. 


In his public testimony, Van 


Fleet ducked questions about any 
specific recommendations he may 
have for Winning the Korean war. 
He did say, hosvever, that "my 
personal opinion is that we must 
win in! Korea,-.It.-must be a, mi}i. 
tary victory." '' ";•" '/'

He also testified, that: 
J. He "would like to think" that 


if the United Nations could have 
"finished 'cm off" if it had fol- 
lowed up a defeat of the Reds in 
May, 1951.
